• EVENT: MCAN/Toxics Action conference- was on March 10- well done, 
amusing keynote speaker, Scott thought it was very holistic 

• New business: 

o Ashka and Laura- presented graphics they developed (originally for 
EcoFest) using accumulated data from Town documents. Our Town 



government is doing a great job reducing: 22%. BUT the Town 
energy use is a small percent of TOTAL energy use across the Town 
(Residential highest, then transportation, then commercial, then 
Town) PROPOSAL: form a working group to design how this 
information might be acquired, stored, shared and used for decision¬ 
making. Create a goal for the Town, design pilot for voluntary group¬ 
tracking, Laura has a contact involved with this technology, long-term 
“dashboard” that collects real-time data, could inspire and motivate 
public. This could be a great Sustainable Middlesex undertaking. SA 
can initiate consumer data aggregation and dissemination, 
o Menotomy Rocks Park- exploring a solar power source, 
o Brucie- idea- financial support of ACE classes and speakers 
o Charlotte- presented proposal, please send her feedback, will review 
at May meeting
